Armed men 
prevented a repair gang from re- 
placing the rafis. Mr. Collins had 
fotled this opponents by making the 
trip during the night. 

The place where the rails were re- 
Moved was on a bridge over the River 
Avoca, After they were eventually 
re-laid and the train reached Ennise- 
corthy, armed men, who arrived in an 
automobile, kidnapped the engine 
driver so as to prevent the train 
reaching Wexford. 

Thousands of persons attended the 
meeting in Wexford. There were only 
feeble signs of opposition to Mr. Col- 
lins. He declared thet the languege 
of Eamonn de Valera had become 
that of a dangerous despot; thet Mr. 
de Valera, while posing eas e lover o 
liberty and shouting the name of 
Ldberty, was trampling ita form under 
toot. 

“The language of our opponents,” 
@eclared Mr. Collins, “is that of 
treason—not of patriotism. Our ex- 
istence is threatened as no enemy 
from the outside ever has had the 
power to threaten it, and there is 
grave danger of another period of 
jong agony before the country. Un- 
leas there is an imMedtate change in 
the tone and tactics of certain of the 
people, it looks as if civil war can only 
de averted by a miracle.

than it does now, 
A 30-Hour Week 


Tho U.M.W.A, demande a aix-hour day and a 
five-day week—that is, a 30-hour week instead of 
the present 48-hour week; the weekly wage to re- 
main as at present. The miner cannot take out as 
much coal in 30 as in 48 hours. Therefore, if he 
is hereafter paid as much for the new 30-hour 
week as for the old 48-hour week, a less amount 
of coal will cost the consumer as much as he pays 
for the larger amount that he now gets for the 
same money, Under the U.M.W.A, proposal the 
miner does not get more wages, but the consumer 
pays more for coal, 

One-Third Less Production 

The proposed reduction in the working time is 
18 hours out of forty eight —considerably more 
thar one-third, Coal under the U.M.W.A, proposal 
would cost approximately one-third more than at 
present. The railways are reported to be paying 
$5.25 on hand-cars at the pit mouth at present. An 
increase of one-third in cost would presumably be 
$1.75. That is to say, the railwaya would have to 
pay $7.00 a ton for their coal instead of $5.25 aa at 
present, The cost of coal is one of the important 
causes of high railway freight rates. An addi 
tion of one-third to present fuel costa must of 
necessity be reflected in every branch of railway 
service. What applies to railways applies equally 
to power plants and domestic usage, Under com- 
petition, Edmonton consumers are now paying 
$5.50 for the best lump instead of #7.50, which 
was the price last fall. The householder in city 
and country finds the present price burdensome 
enough without its being put back to the old 
figure—and then some—by order of the U.M.- 
W.A. 

Lost Time in Mines 

The demand for a thirty-hour week is based 
on the claim that the miners did not average more 
than 30 working hours a week during the pnat 
winter. It is the custom of coal mining that 
when shipments cannot be made for lack of orders 
or of cars, work ceases in the mine until both 
orders and ears come to hand. The reason for 
this is that thereby an additional handling of the 
coal is avoided, besides the capital cost of provid 
ing storage. It is plain that if a mine stored its 
coal and handled it a second time, it could not 
compete in price with the mine that was free of 
those expenses. ‘The custom of handling coal 
direct is practically universal; and under that 
custom, when demand for coal slackens the miner 
is out of work, hence the demand for full pay for 
short time. 

More Miners: Less Work 

But there is another factor in the case besides 
shortage of orders and cars. If conditions of 
mining are more attractive than those of other 
lines of life, there is bound to be a surplus of 
miners, If there is such a surplus, orders are 
filled more quickly than if there were a shortage 
of men, and the intervals of waiting for work aro 
increased, But if men are attracted to the occu-

The Coal Operators Association has offered a 
scale of wages that if accepted would mean a sub- 
stantial reduction in the cost of coal While it isa 
a considerable drop from the present seale, it ia 
still 15 per eent, higher than the seale of 1915, Tt 
will be reealled that during war conditions, agen. 
cles established by the government ordered sev- 


eral suecessive increases in the wage seale for coal 
miners. These inerenses were based on war ne 
cessities and increased cost of living, They were, 
of course, reflected in the cost of coal to the eon- 
sumer, The war has been over for three and a 
half years, There has been an enormous deflation 
in the cost of the fundamental necessities of life 
Flour, beef, pork, butter, eggs are all at low levels 
to the producer, He naturally wants to know if 
price deflation only affeecta the produeta he haa to 
buy, Conl ja aa urgently necessary aa bread to 
the dweller on the Canadian prairies mueh more 
necesmary under certain well-understood condi.

Winnipeg, Ar 7—(Canadian Press) 
—The #xtaenth logisiative assembly 
of Manitoba, which hae paaed into 
history after a brief and undietin- 
guished existence, waa elected June 
29, 1920, and thue had lived lom than 
half its nornval term, The polling on 
that date resulted in the election, in 
a house of 65 members, of 21 govern- 
ment supporters, twelve independent- 
farmers, eleven labor members, eeven 
Conservatives and four {ndependents. 
Tho goverment therefore was in a 
minority, in relation to the strength 
of the combined opposition groups, 
and it was only by the @¢race of Inde- 
pendent and occasional 
support thet the Norris cabinet wae 
able to carry on the administration for 
the past,two years, Manitoba there- 
fore has afforded the first real teat in 
Canada of group government, 

Hon, T. C. Norris, who aucceeded Str 
Rodmond Roblin aa prime minister of 
the province in May, 1915, haa been 
a ey gy of the legislature since 1896 
with the exception of one term, After 
the 1920 election he met the legimia- 
ture, aa leader of the largest group, 
faced innumerable 
appeared that the government was ‘o 
be defeated, and emerged without 
having eustained a reverse. It was 
found that at the critical moment 
there wae always aufficient support 
forthcoming from members of the op- 
position groups to secure for the ad- 
ministration a working majority. The 
accepted rules of procedure had to be 
nitered in many respects, however. 
The government could control by ita 
own votes neither the houge nor ita 
committees, Important items of bual- 
ness had to be debated in committee 
of the whole, rather than in caucus, 
Debates were apt to be drawn out to 
a, wearisome extent, and the private 
member found himeelf in @ position 
where his influence on legisiation was 
far more pronounced than tn a legia- 
lative body where. the administration 
party wea able to dictate policy, The 
premier took the etand from the out- 
eet that he would resign at any time 
on the passing of a wtraight want of 
confidence vote. 

The Eventual Defeat. 

The legislature eat its firet seston 
passed @ resolution demanding the ab- 
olition of the public utilities commia- 
sion, and it was this action which led 
eventually to the defeat of the govern- 
ment, When the house met again this 
year it was foind that the commission 
was being continued in existence, and
